ON REPLACING WALLS WITH BRIDGES 
TENTH SUNDAY OF LUKE (GALATIANS 3:23 TO 4:15) 


"There is neither Jew nor Greek (the dividing wall of nation and 
race); there is neither slave nor free (the wall of class hatred): 
tnere is-neither male nor’ female (tne barrier jof sex); for you are 
all one in Christ Jesus" (Gal. 3:28). 


"Something there is that doesn't love a wall, that wants it down," 
said Robert Frost. 

The world today takes issue with these familiar words of Robert 
Frost. There is something that loves a wall, something deep 
within the heart of man. Christ may have torn down the walls 
separating us from God and from each other,but we continue to 
build new barriers because of our sinfulness. 

In the past, there was the Great Wall of China,1500 miles of it, 
built to keep out the Mongolian horsemen, which it failed to do. 
Then there was Hadrian's Roman wall in england to stop the Picts 
and the Scots; eventually it was overrun. 

Today we have.walls in the Middle East, Cyprus, Vietnam, India 
and Pakisan. We had the “I¥on Curtain", the “Bamboo Curtain", 
and perhaps the most famous (or infamous) of all-the Berlin Wall. 


"Something there is that doesn't love a wall," said Robert Frost. 
But it seems that he was very wrong. There is something in 

man that must love walls; for there are walls everywhere 

separating and antagonizing the human race. 

Not all the wails in the world are made of brick and mortar. There 
are other kinds of walls, invisible walls, walls of suspicion and 
hatred; walls in the minds and hearts of men; walls between races; 
between young and the old; the haves and the have-nots,the liberals 
and thee conservatives, labor and management; walls that block 
communication and separate parent fro child, husband from wife, 
Christian from Christian, nation from nation, man from God. It 

is no wonder that someone has described our time as "the pathetic 
age of partition" 
' Walls between Parents and children 


There are walls between parents and children. A certain father is having 
trouble "reaching" his teenage son. He speaks to the boy only in a complaining 
mood. He criticizes the boy's hair style, clothing, and companions. He finds 
fault with most everything his son says or does. 

It may be a long time before this father "reaches" the boy. For he is 

building a wall with the bricks of bickering and and the concrete of contempt. 
By his constant nagging he is making that wall all the more solid and higher. 
Like many other people, this father does not realize that the way to “reach” 
people is by building bridges rather than walls-bridges of careful listening 
and patient understanding.

ASKlipion. 


ho, what and wnere is Asklipion? you were to ccnsult an 
encyclopaedia, you would dis oe inde Asclepius, the son of 
Apollo, was tne ancient Greek god of healing and medicine, 
many places in Greece were named after Asclevius, all of which 
were ancient centres orf healing, similar to nospitals today. The cone 
in particular fT would tixe to tell you about is Asklipion of Rodos,

which is, surprisingly enough, found on the island OF Rocos. 


The history of Asklipion dates back to about TOG = L250 ADs 

when people firet settled at Kiotari, the beach associated with the 
place. The church of the village, Kimisis Tis:Theotokou, has an even 
longer history, with monks living there Since at least 1060, the date 
which is found above the central door of the church. Around 1250, the 
occupants of the village by the sea moved to a site surrounding the 
churen, and built their new village upon the slope of the mountain, 
on either side of a small creek. 


The reason this village is so significant to us is because of the 
large number of reople from the village who now live in Brisbane. 

De: est villagers came to Australia in 1924, when they started 
working in South Australia. They numbered about 20, and many left 
wives and children behind in Greece. This group of men faced many 
nardships in their struggle to establish themselves in their new 
country. In particular, the few that are still alive today speak 
often of the infamous salt mines, where many of these people worked 
in terrible conditions. The problems faced by these men is recorded 
in songs they wrote and sent back to the families they left behind 
in Greece. This song was written by Stauros Kazoullis around 1925 
for his wife, Maria Diakomanoli Kazoullis:

Evidently, his stay in Australia had a very large impact on 
Stauro, Since he returned to Asklipion only a short time later, and 
donated all of the money he had accumulated to the Church. Ironically, 
post-war conditions later forced three of his sons to return to 
Australia, and two are living here today. 


Those that remained in South Australia wandered throughout Australia, 
living in places as isolated as Kalgoorlie before eventually finding 
their way to the cotton fields of Queensland. Many settled in the 
country town of Biloela, where the Collossus association was founded. 


Today, all but a few Asklipianoi in Austraite are found in Brisbane, 
where they number around 40C. Tescendants of the village can be found 
in such places as tne USA, Canada, Arstentina, “aire, Ethiopia, Fngland 
and Switzerland. A large reunion was organized 
by the village's youth association in July and 
August of 1990, when hundreds of people made 
their way back to the village, many for tyre 
first time since they first left. Brisbane 
was represented by about /7Q people at this 
reunion, 


The village itself suffered during the 
years when almost all of its occupants were 
missing in foreign countries. Since the early 
1970's, however, there has been a tendency 
for many families to return to Greece and 
stay. Only one or two families remain in tne 
USA, and almost everyone has returned. from 
Zaire and Switzerland. A few families have 
even returned from Australia and now live ieee 
quite happy lives in the village. All people 
from Asklipio keep in close contact by means 
of a special magazine which is sent all over 
the world, the only exceptions being some 
people who have been "lost" due to poverty in such places as Argentina 
and Ethiopia. |

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If one were to visit the viilage today, cone would see a very 
aifferent one to that which these people left benind. The occupants 
nave found wealth through tourism, especially the cevelopment of the 
seafront. The villagers ‘have always welcomed strangers and readily 
-take them into their homes, The village is known all over the island 
and is famous for its singers and poets, as well as several famous 
scholars, particularly its doctors. aa 


If anyone from Brisbane were planning a trip to Rodos, it would 
be very neglectful of them not to visit the village of Asklipion, One 
is muaranteed to find smmeone from Erisbane there, and the beach 
of Kiotari is one of the best and cleanest on the island. If one 
is lucky, (s)he can witness one of the traditional ceremonies which 
have survived unchanged through the ages, largely due to the efforts 
of the youth of the village to revive anc hold on ta the songs and 
the special "Sklipena" dialect cf the village. Of particular beauty 
is the traditional wedding, which lasts for four days and has many 
beautiful songs and customs associated witn it. The entire village, 
including visitors, is usually invited.
